Rough roads

, WILMINGTON- Sidewalks and 
sroads in the Shawsheen Commons 
‘housing development will remain 
‘unfinished, as they have been 
isince work on the project stopped 
‘three years ago, while the town 
attempts to obtain funds for its 
completion. 


Shawsheen Commons, located 
off of Hopkins Street, was left in- 
complete when a falling out 
among developers halted the pro- 
ject in 1995. As a result, one-third 
of the development roads are 
rough pavement, without side- 
walks or associated roadside 


landscaping. 

‘Earlier this month, The Board 
of Appeals voted to seize the 
bonds posted for the project, but 
the town may not receive the 
money from these bonds for some 
time. Developers post a bond with 
the town so that the town is able 
to complete a project if the devel- 
oper is unable to. 

According to Wilmington Town 
Counsel Alan Altman, the town 
must first determine how much 
money is left in the bonds, 
because some of the bond money 
had previously been released to 
developers to help them complete 


Shawsheen Commons. Altman 
will also send, out claim letters 
demanding that the bond money 
be released to the town. 

But there is a possibility that the 
town will enter into a lawsuit 
against the developers, and the 
banks holding the bonds, to 
obtain the bond money, and such 
a lawsuit would mean that Shaw- 
sheen Commons would not be 
completed until later next year. 

The reason that the town does 
not finish the street and sidewalk 
work themselves prior to receiv- 
ing the bond money is because all 
town money has already been 
allocated for specific uses. 

“Municipal money is not like the 
money you bring to OSCO or CVS 
that you can use for whatever you 
want,” Altman said. 


Problems Arise 

The project began when John 
Bresnehan of Framingham, 
Frank Callahan of Ayer, and Jay 
Tighe of Wilmington bought the 
property for Shawsheen Com- 
mons in May of 1987. 

The project ran into many hold- 
ups, the most notable of which 
were when a moratorium was 
placed on all sewer extensions

during the Boston Harbor clean- 
up project, and when residents of 
nearby Reed Street and Harold 
Avenue filed suit against develop- 
ers and received a settlement of 
$40,000. 

Construction began in 1991, and 
Tighe said he left in 1994 because 
he was not satisfied with the way 
in which the finish work on 
homes was completed, and felt 
that maintenance work was not 
carried out on already sold 
homes. 

Tighe also filed suit against his 
former partners in 1995, because 
he said the other developers have 
withheld money owed to him for 
his work on Shawsheen Com- 
mons. Bresnehan is the person 
who was in charge of the project’s 
finances, Tighe said. A trial is 
scheduled for Feb. 16, 1999. 

“(The other developers] said 
they didn’t make any money off of 
the project, I’m trying to get an 
accounting of where the money 
was going,” Tighe said. 

The reason he did not file suit 
sooner is because, in these types 
of development projects, the de- 
velopers can’t expect to receive 
any money until the project is 
nearly completed, Tighe said. 

Repeated attempts to reach 
Bresnehan were unsuccesful.

WILMINGTON - Selectmen were 
updated on the status of the 
town's upcoming Route 38 sewer 
and roadway reconstruction pro 
ject during a meeting with the 
public works superintendent Mon 
day night. 

According to Superintendent 
Donald Onusseit, the town has 
agreed along with the Massachu- 
setts Highway Department to re 
ject the original bid on the project 
which would result in the town 
paying higher than reasonable 
prices for the work. Instead, 
Onusseit said that the project will 
be rebid as two separate projects 
rather than the one combined je 
which was originally intended s¢ 
as to take advantage of overall 
cost savings. After holding previ- 
ous discussions between town offi- 
cials, consulting engineers, the 
state highway department and the 
Water and Sewer Commission, the 
group has concluded that dividing 
and putting the project out for 
rebid may be the town’s most 
viable option. 

“I think that this is the most cost 
effective way to get this project 
done,” agreed Selectman Michael 
McCoy. “Otherwise, I think we'd 
be in trouble.” 

The reconstruction project, 
which includes town-funded water 
and sewer work combined with 
state-funded utility and resurface 
ing work, went out to bid in Sep- 
tember. However, the low bid that 
resulted was an estimate of $2.6 
million. With approximately $1.3 
million of the estimate needed for

“Before we get started,” said 
John Keeley, the commission’s 
agent, “I got at least a dozen 
phone calls about this notifica- 
tion. Half of them were from peo- 
ple nowhere near the plot, and I 
also got calls from people who 
should have been notified and 
weren't.” 

Kenneth Meuse of Rollins Road 
was at the meeting, although he 
hadn’t received a notice. Others 


received letters, but knew of 
ws who hadn't. Richard 

Mede of Troy, Mede and Associ- 
ates in Tewksbury, represented 
applicant James Mangano and 
said that he would check the mail- 
ing list. 

Chairman James Morris apolo- 
gized to the residents present for 
dragging them out. He asked 
Mede to find out who did not 
receive proper notification. He 
ed more residents than were 
required. 

“Everybody who wants to speak 
will get the opportunity to do so,” 
said Morris. 

The Fenway Street hearing will 
continue at the November 4th

Sweetheart’s leases on the three 
Burlington Avenue buildings run 
out on September 30, 1999. When 
the leases run out, California 
Products of Cambridge is expect- 
ed to assume the lease on one of 
the buildings. 

California Products, which pro- 
duces paint and sports surfac- 
ings, plans on moving its produc- 
tion plant and corporate head- 
quarters to the 180,000 square foot 
building, to which they plan to 
add 30,000 square feet of office 
space.

Many reports have had Califor- 
nia Products moving into a 
vacant facility, which is not the 
case. 

Sweetheart has removed its 
manufacturing operations from 
the Burlington Avenue buildings 
since it was bought out by Fonda 
Corporation. Both companies pro- 
duce disposable plates, forks and 
cups. But it still functions as a 
warehouse for Sweetheart plastic 
products made in Somerville and 
Manchester, NH. These products 
are shipped to such locations as 
Northern Maine, Vermont, New 
Jersey and Virginia.

3rd quarter earnings 


Merger with Sammins Corp. 
could be final in November 


WILMINGTON — Altron In- 
corporated, recently announc- 
ed its financial results for the 
third quarter, and nine-month 
period ended Oct. 3. 

Sales for the quarter were 
$51.8 million as compared to 
$41.5 million for the third 
quarter of 1997. Net income 
was $2.7 million, or $0.17 per 
diluted share, for the quarter 
compared to $3.5 million, or 
$0.22 per dilute share for the 
third quarter of 1997. 

Sales for the nine-month pe- 
riod were $154.0 million com- 
pared to $125.3 million for the 
same period last year. Net in- 
come for the first nine-months 
of 1998 was $9.9 million, or $0.62 
per dilute share, compared to 
net income of $11.5 million, or 
$0.72 per dilute share for the 
first nine months of 1997. 

On Sept. 2, Altron and Sam- 
mins Corporation signed a 
definitive agreement to merge. 
The transaction is expected to 
close in November of 1998. 

Samuel Altschuler, 
chairman and president, stated 
that the higher sales for the 
third quarter and nine-months 
resulted, primarily, from in- 
creased shipments of value- 
added assembly products to the 
company’s larger customers in 
the communications and com- 
puter segments of the electron- 
ics industry. 

Earnings for the quarter and 
nine-month period were im- 
pacted by a shift in mix and 
pricing pressure related to the 
printed circuit board business. 
Also impacted were higher 


costs due to the company’s in- 
vestment in equipment and 
facilities to further increase ca- 
pacity and capabilities. 

The company continues to 
maintain a_ strong balance 
sheet. For the quarter ended 
Oct. 3, working capital was 
$64.6 million with a current 
ratio of 3:8.

Teen video contest 
to target smoking 


WILMINGTON - Hollywood , 


would have us believe that smoking 
is on the rise. Despite the preva- 
lence of smoking in movies, the 
general population is Smoking at 
lower rates. In addition, not all 
teenagers smoke, nor do they all 
think it’s cool to do so. According to 
the 1997 Massachusetts Youth risk 
behavior survey conducted by the 
Department of Education, only 15 
percent of Massachusetts teenag- 
ers reported smoking cigarettes 
every day. In fact, teenagers canbe 
(and in many cases already are) 
the most effective tobacco control 
advocates we have. 

Teenagers need to be given the 
opportunity to dispel the myths 
that all teenagers think smoking is 
cool. As a means of doing this, the 
Massachusetts Tobacco Control 
Program (MTCP) is sponsoring a 
pilot video contest for students in 
grades 9-12 that will allow this age 
group to actively participate in the 
campaign against the tobacco in- 
dustry. The videos should focus on 
deglamorizing tobacco use among 
youth. The hope is that through this 
contest, youth will think critically 
about the underlying tobacco mes- 
sages they see in the movies and 
create a positive anti-tobacco mes- 
sage for their peers. 

The video guidelines for the con- 
test are: be 25 or 55 seconds in

length; must be original; can be in 
any language; can target diverse 
populations; focus on deglamorizing 
tobacco use among youth. 

The videos can be done as part of 
a high school class (drama, social 
studies, language/arts, health edu- 
cation, media literacy...), within a 
school or community club, by youth 
groups or sports teams. Youth are 
also welcome to take on the project 
individually. Entries are due by 
December 1 and will be showcased 
at a film festival in early 1999.

TEWKSBURY - While chasing a 
ream, one sometimes finds a real 
ity of another dream along the road 
to success. This reality for Tewks- 
bury musician / songwriters Paul 
and Wayne Fleury just happened to 
come as a result of advice from a 
big time song publisher from Nash- 
ville, Tennessee.

Hillbilly Honky Tonk musicians 
from Massachusetts? Who did this 
guy think he was talking to? These 
were the maiden thoughts crossing 
Wayne's mind. Yet, after some 
heavy contemplation, he knew they 
could make it happen. It had been 
a while since their early days of 
performing in front of a live audi- 
ence, but you never really lose that 
touch. “We are just going to do it 
for fun,” he said. 

So it was done, the creation of 
the two-piece band Tonk-A- Billy, 
that is. The only concern: could 
they find an audience receptive to 
the rockabilly excursion they were 
prepared to deliver? “Tonk-A-Billy 
is to us a mix of 40’s swing and 
Honky Tonk with an edge. It is not 
the kind of music you get up and 
dance to, it’s the kind you sit back 
and have a few cocktails and en- 
joy,” Wayne said.

ing scams. From that we created 
our own set.” 

The stage was like a scene from 
a rustic Honky Tonk joint from the 
days of old. Typical of what you 
would see in an old movie. The 
stage, clad with fuzzy dice, 1950's 
microphones with old hubcaps uti- 
lized as platforms on the bottom of 
the stands, a 1940 antique radio, 
and speakers covered in 
cow-patches, brought a Honky-Tonk 
revival and pure entertainment to 
the 100 or so spectators who came 
to soak in the cultural experience.

Wayne said, “Tonk-A-Billy will 
perform the stuff that nobody does.

I feel we are moving in a 
forward direction now. The dream 
has changed, but it is more fo- 
cused.”

‘ “Halloween, or ‘Samhain’ (pro- 
nounced ‘sau-wen’) as we call it, 
is a time for communication with 
and honoring of spirits that have 
passed on to the other side,” says 
The Lady of the Wood. “It is our

gbrate the harvest, the resting of 
the Sun. It is a festive and joyous 
‘casion. We set another place at 
the dinner table for the departed 
and welcome our ancestor’s spir- 
its back among us.” 

There are a total of eight high 
holidays, or “Sabbats” that are 
celebrated during the year, based 
upon the changes of the seasons. 
Witches celebrate these holidays 
in a variety of ways, ranging from 

rsonal rituals or in covens 
{groups) and can include scented 
éandles or incense, bonfires, danc- 
, and music. 
5“There is no set rule for celebra- 
tions. Some witches are solitary, 
while others choose to meet in 
covens, or groups, to celebrate the 
Bites of the religion,” Says Ms 
Rochiers. “The Wiccan reli- 
Sion is a spiritual culture. Those 
practicing it love and respect Na- 
ture and celebrate all things in it 
in their own way,” she adds. 

“Yule’ celebrates the winter sol- 
stice,” says the Lady of the Woods. 
“It is a time of inward searching, 
a self-evaluation to be more in 
tune for the return of the Sun in 


nox’ celebrates the powerful tran- 
sition from sleepy Yule to the ex- 
plosive creation of Spring 
‘Beltane’ or May-Day is celebrat- 
ed at the beginning of May and is 
a celebration of Love and cre- 
ation. Bon fires are lit and there 
are circle gatherings around it. 
Singing and danci..g the maypole 
accompany the celeb. ition,” she 
adds. 

“Summer Solstice’ celebrates 
the summer and the heat of the 
Gods. ‘Lammas,’ celebrates the 
beginning of harvest time and the 
@eathi of the Corn King, and final- 
ly ‘Fall Equ 10x,’ is the balance, a 
moment in time of equality, and 
harmony,” The Lady of the Woods 
says. 

The predominant ritual form is a 
circle. According to Selena Fox, 
High Priestess of Circle Sanctu- 
ary, “The circle is used by individ- 
uals in personal rituals as well as 
by large and small groups for 
group rituals and festivals. The 
circie form facilitates shared 
experiences and encourages par- 
ticipation.” It is used in Native 
American celebrat ‘ons as well. 

Part of contemporary Paganism 
(a Pagan is a person who isn’t a 
Christian, Moslem, or Jew; one 
who has no religion, according to 
Webster’s Dictionary), the Wiccan 
religion promotes harmony with 
nature and adheres to the Wiccan 
Rede that states “And it harm 
none, do what you will.” “Most 
Wiccans acknowledge that what- 
ever magical force is sent out 


returns three-fold to the sender. 
The Wiccan religion is pre-Chris- 
tian and post-Christian, not anti- 
Christian, Wiccans do not per- 
form evil magic and do not wor- 
ship the devil or Satan, which is 
the anti-God of the Christians,” 
according to witch Selena Fox, 
High priestess of Circle Sanctu- 
ary. “In order to worship Satan, 
you first must believe in Satan. 
Wiccans do not believe in Satan,” 
says Ms. DesRochiers. 

“Witchcraft is real!y a form of 
magie, the art of effecting change. 
It is what you believe will happen, 
a belief of the change and of the 
power of thought,” says The Lady 
of the Woods. “Wiccans seek to 
develop their intuitive abilities 
and practice magic, directing psy- 
chic energy for particular healing 
and helping purposes,” according 
to Fox. 

“There is no such thing as the 
supernatural; there is only natu- 
ral law. It’s just that we have not 
yet discovered all the laws that 
the operate the universe,” says 
Ms. DesRochiers. “We believe in 
the laws of physics; that for every 
action, there is an equal and oppo- 
site reaction. We work toward a 
spiritual harmony with the forces 
around us,” she adds. 

According to Ms. DesRochiers 
and the Lady of the Woods, many 
Wiccans are involved in nature 
preservation organizations and 
are the driving forces behind envi- 
ronmental protection laws as well 
as human rigats protection. So,

grass are supposed to be, weeds 
and patches of unkempt grass line 
the roads, This continuing prob- 
lem has left Shawsheen Commons 
residents upset and looking for 
answers. 

“It really looks bad to guests,” 
said Henry Cruz, 6501 Pouliot St. 
“Although the house looks nice, 
the road and sidewalk make it 
look cruddy.” 

Cruz, who has lived on Pouliot 
Street for two years, has no plans* 
to move but is concerned that the 
unfinished curb and road could af- 
fect property values in Shawsheen 
Commons. If residents want to sell * 
their houses, they have to be hon-- 
est and tell potential buyers that 
the work may go unfinished for 
some time, Cruz said. 

Sharon Lawson, 4901 Pouliot St., 
is also upset that the work has not 
been finished. She said that, in ad-* 
dition to detracting from the beau- » 
ty of their neighborhood, the un- 
finished work also poses safety 
hazards to residents. 

“People fall, and kids wipe out on‘ 
their bikes, where the grade?

road,” Lawson said. “There are 
lots of walkers, and people taking 
their dogs for walks, in this devel- 
opment.” 

The unfinished sidewalk also’ 
poses problems for Shawsheen- 
Commons residents during winter _ 
months, because the grade change’ 
also makes shoveling the snow; 
from driveways more difficult. : 
Also, because there are no curb- 
stones, snowplows often tear up! 
residents lawns, Lawson said.

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Bowl chances seem very slim now 
for Shawsheen Football team 


For the better part of three quar- 
ters of football, the Shawsheen Tech 
Rams hung tough with the unde- 
feated Greater Lawrence Reggies 
Saturday afternoonat Cassidy Field 
in Billerica. Then the wheels came 
off the wagon. 

Greater Lawrence scored 20 un- 
answered points in a four-and-a- 
half minute span of the fourth quar- 
ter to break open a game they led 
just 14-12 at halftime. The 34-12 
final was not necessarily indicative 
of the overall play on the field, but 
it was certainly indicative of what 
can happen if you make mistakes 
against a good football team at key 
moments. 

The entire second half was a 
highly emotional one for the Rams, 
who watched Michael Stubbs break 
his left shin on the kick-off to start 
the third quarter. After Stubbs was 
driven off the field in an ambu- 
lance, a fired up Shawsheen squad 
started hitting people in earnest 
and actually seized control of the 
game. 

“The kids were charged up after 
the injury,” Costabile said. “They 
were charged up and playing emo- 
tional. The kids played hard. They 
played their hearts out.” 

What they did was finally start 
winning the war in the trenches 
against a bigger, stronger Reggie 
line. Greater Lawrence began the 
third quarter at their own 44-yard 
line and got as far as the Shawsheen 
24 before turning it over on downs. 

On third-and-three from the 25- 
yard line, Tewksbury’s Christopher 
McCarthy, who played an outstand- 
ing defensive game, snuffed out 


Reggie running back Bo Morales 
for a 1-yard loss, and on fourth-and- 
four, Anthony rrocchio pushed 
quarterback Paul Laviolette out of 
bounds 2 yards shy of the first 
down. 

Shawsheen took over and took it 
right to the Reggies, using a bal- 
anced running attack to push the 
ball as far as the enemy 22-yard 
line. Big Jim Goglia of Tewksbury 
picked up three of the four Tech 
first downs on the drive, converting 
with 10 yards on third-and-three 
from the Ram 31, 7 on second-and- 
three from the Ram 48, and 3 more 
onsecond-and-two from the Reggie 
37. From the 34, quarterback Matt 
Osterberg ran a bootleg 12 yards to 
the 22, but that was as far as they'd 
get. 

On the next play, Wilmington’s 
Anthony Marifiote found himself 
trapped in the backfield and thrown 
for a5-yard loss and two plays later 
Osterberg was sacked for a loss of 
11. That put the Rams back at the 
Greater Lawrence 37 facing a 
fourth-and-twenty-six. They tried 
a punt, and the Reggies blocked it 

Greater Lawrence started back 
from the Ram 49 and speedy Mo- 
rales burst up the middle for a 14- 
yard pop on first down. Thus began 
a drive that would end at the 
Shawsheen 3-yard line yet still end 
up producing six big points. 

The Reggie game plan consisted 
of two key ingredients: Morales up 
the middle (or off either tackle) 
and Laviolette faking to Morales up 
the middle and bootlegging, mostly 
to the right. On this drive the key 
plays were two Morales runs and 
an 18-yard Laviolette bootleg to the 
Tech 4-yard line. 


From the 4, Morales tried it up 
the middle but Brian LeBlanc of 
Wilmington tripped him up for no 
gain. On second-and-goal Morales 
got a yard up the gut and then 
everyone and Jim Goglia smelled 
the bootleg coming. It did and 
Goglia dropped Laviolette for a 4- 
yard loss. Then on fourth-and-goal 
the call went to J.P. Vasquez, who 
made it to the 3-yard line after 
being tripped up by Osterberg. 
Wilmington’s Jason Tildsley was in 
on the stop for Shawsheen as well. 

Itwasaninspired defensive stand 
for the Rams and they were appro- 


priately pumped. The blocked punt 
was one thing, but they had over- 
come it. They just had to get the 
ball out of their territory and there 
would be lot more football to play. 
Instead, disaster struck. 

Shawsheen ran into a big prob- 
lem in this game early when senior 
tri-captain and starting center 
Arthur Chase went out with a shin 
injury. That left a very large expe- 
rience gap in the middle of the 
Rams’ offensive line, and Greater 
Lawrence exploited it all afternoon. 
The punt block came up the middle 
and Osterberg, who threw the ball 
well when he had time, was ha- 
rassed through the A-gap all day 
long. 

From his 3-yard line Osterberg 
took the snap and dropped back to 
handoff to Goglia, but never got the 
chance. Two Reggie linemen pen- 
etrated through the middle, one of 
them slapped the ball away and 
Alex Marquez fell on it in the end 
zone. Before the buzz from the 
defensive stand hadsettled, Greater 
Lawrence had six points. The 
stunned Rams never recovered. 

“That was a killer,” Rams coach

A few steps to lose body fat

Losing body fat is a problem that 
has confounded millions of people. 
It seems info-mercials and print 
ads for weight loss pills, diets and 
exercise equipment are every- 
where. Along with all of these prod- 
ucts are a bevy of “fitness experts” 
who display their buffed bodies 
along with big smiles and claim 
that their system or machine is the 
best. Some even have the nerve to 
state that yes, even you can get the 
tremendous results you so desper- 
ately want simply by using their 
exercise machines just minutes a 
day. Well, it just doesn’t work that 
way. 

There is no quick fix, magic pill, 
or miracle machine that can take 
the place of good nutrition and regu- 
lar exercise. Taking off body fat 
permanently is tricky. It involves a 
personal commitment to creating 
healthy habits. The challenge is 
maintaining the commitment. But, 
Ican offer some tips that may make 
things a little easier: 

*Try to eat five or six small 
meals (or snacks) every day. Eat- 
ing this way is key to keeping blood 
sugar from spiking or dipping. Fre- 
quent food intake prevents the hun- 
ger attacks often responsible for 
binge eating. It also helps reduce 
the enzymatic activity responsible 
for fat storage. 

*Include some exercise on most 


days of the week. Aerobic exercises 
could be walking, biking, or cross 
country skiing for 20-30 minutes. 
Also definitely include some 
strength training. Strength train-

ducating the students in 

today’s schools about the 
ways of the computer is what is 
generally recognized as the way 
to make them ready for a pay- 
ing position in the global com- 
munity of the future. 

The question is who is going 
to educate the educators so that 
they can properly impart the 
knowledge on to their students? 
That is a question that the hus- 
band and wife team of Pamela 
Ann Marie (P.A.M.) and James 
Borys decided that they were 
able to provide an answer for. 

Together, the couple formed 
an organization called Mac- 
Woburn User Group to focus on 
the needs of educators, students 
and their parents. 

In her own words P.A.M. 
(pronounced Pam) said, “In a 
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sense it’s like a club. User 
groups have been around since 
computers became more and 
more popular.” 

Her husband, James said, 
“P.A.M. tries to demystify the 
computer world.” 

They estimate that there are 
40 odd user groups in the 
Greater Boston area. In fact 
PA.M. got her start as a mem- 
ber of the former Boston 
Computer Society. 

PA.M. said, “I was a 10 year 
volunteer with the former 
Boston Computer Society. I 
joined the group when I knew 
nothing about computers and 
was terrified of them. 

“People made themselves 
available to me and other 
resources were available. By the 
end of the first year with the 
group I became very good.” 

She added, “So much so that I 
became an instructor.” 

In fact both P.A.M. and 
James are perfect examples of 
how easy it is to get to know and 
overcome the computer, 

He was a mechanical engi- 
neer and now works with his 


wife in their consulting business 
and finds himself getting more 
and more into the computer 
field. 

The couple also serve on the 
Technology Committee of St. 
Charles School in Woburn. 

P.A.M. notes that for all of 
the user groups and several of 
them are specifically for MAc 
users, “None of them address 
the needs of educators.” 

As part of the consulting 
business P.A.M. goes around to 
businesses and homes and 
brings people up to a level of 
skill and comfort with comput- 
ers, especially Macs. 

“I saw the need over and over 
again,” P.A.M. said, “in educa- 
tors and parents (for a group 
type of session on computer 
use). I think children need both 
the teachers and the parents to 
feel comfortable with the tech- 
nology.”

“Wayne Maggio, a 
Winchester native, and Bill 
Collins of Burlington shared 
their love of flying with kids by 
putting youngsters right into the 
cockpit at the Hanscom Air 
Force base air show,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 


“Maggio owns a T-34, an all- 
metal, single-engine aircraft 
used by the military to train 
pilots.

He had 
been flying a small, single- 
engine Cessna since 1984.

Q: We live in northern New 
England and are thinking of in- 
sulating the walls of our 100- 
year-old house.

You should 
consider it after you’ve first in- 
sulated your attic and then 
weatherstripped all doors and 
windows and filled all cracks. 


Product options here include 
loose fill or foamed-in-place in- 
sulation. Both jobs require ex- 
pensive equipment and ex- 
pertise making this a job for a 
professional contractor. Im- 
properly installed loose fill 
settles, leaving voids at the 
tops of the walls. Urea 
formaldehyde foam does not 
settle and seals gaps very well 
but its vapors are offensive. A 
newer foam calléd polyurea 
contains no formaldehyde and 
vields an R-value of 11.3 for a

Rigid insulation boards are 
made of expanded and ex- 
truded polystyrene or 
polyurethane. Both basic types 
come in standard sizes for inte- 
rior or exterior sheathing. 
They are combustible and 
building codes require that 
they be covered with a fire- 
resistant barrier such as a one- 
half-inch-thick gypsum board. 


This can make their use costly. 
But, when used as part of a re- 
siding job, the sheathing serves 
as a fire barrier. This type of 
insulation cuts air infiltration 
dramatically. Watch out for 
condensation problems with 
vapor-barrier sheets and buy 
on the basis of aged, not just- 
manufactured R-values.

A well-insulated home is easi- 
er on the pocketbook. At the 
same time it is gentler on the 
environment because it saves 
energy and therefore cuts down 


on pollution and the depletion of 
natural resources. In an average 
home in a cold climate, it is esti- 
mated reducing energy usage by 
only 15 percent can save the 
equivalent of 500 pounds of coal 
each year. 

Also, a tightly sealed, well- 
insulated house can eliminate 
cold spots and drafts and make 
for a more comfortable home.

In making your own energy 


audit, first check for drafts 
around windows and doors by 
holding a lit match up to gaps in 
the door or window on a windy 
day, recommends Debbie 
Rambo, of The Home Depot. 
The flame will move or blow 
out, then hold the smoldering 
match to the area and see how 
the draft affects the smoke. If it 


flutters, the weather stripping is 
inadequate and should be 
replaced or upgraded. 


Next, measure the tempera- 
ture in different parts of the 
room. If it fluctuates more than 
one or two degrees, that room is 
poorly sealed or air movement 


inside the house is restricted. 
Correct this by updating the
